The bust is believed to 
be the largest seizure of 
live reptiles in Canada. 

In April, 32-year-old 
Andrew Fruck pleaded 
guilty to trying to smuggle 
the reptiles into Canada 
and to making false state¬ 
ments under the Customs 

Fruck was at the border 
crossing with his wife and 
two children when a suspi¬ 
cious Canadian border 
guard sent him for a sec¬ 
ondary inspection. 

Officials discovered that 
hidden in secret compart¬ 
ments behind the side 
panels of his Safari van 
were nearly 1,500 tortois¬ 
es, snakes and turdes. 

The reptiles were seized, 
and the $5,700 restitution 
was ordered to cover the 
costs incurred by 
Environment Canada for 


housing and caring for 

Of the animals seized, 
36 of the tortoises and nine 
of the snakes are listed as 
controlled species. 

The endangered animals 
will be found permanent 
homes by Environment 
Canada, while the remain¬ 
ing reptiles, most likely 
from Louisiana, have since 
been returned to the wild 
with the help of several US 
agencies. 

Fruck said he had left his 
wife and children shop¬ 
ping while he picked up 
the live reptiles, and that 
they were not aware of 
what he was doing. 

An online resume says 
Fruck ran a company 
called Rodent Kings from 
2001 to 2009 through 
which he sold small ani¬ 
mals from his East and 
West Line home. His house 
was inspected last fall in 


relation to a probation 
order and both live and 
dead animals, including 
reptiles and rodents, were 

Both Andrew and his 
wife have previously been 
convicted of cruelty to ani¬ 
mals when they were living 
in Napanee, Ont. 

Fruck’s sentence also 
included an order to 
abstain from possessing 
live animals, an order to 
abstain from importing or 
exporting any live animal, 
an order allowing 
Environment Canada’s 
Wildlife Enforcement 
Division to conduct unan¬ 
nounced inspections of 
the Fruck residence to ver¬ 
ify compliance with other 
orders issued, and a $500 
fine for the Customs Act 
charge.

Please slow down 


T he Niagara Regional Police are to 
be commended for their long 
weekend initiative aimed at con¬ 
vincing drivers to slow down in an effort 
to make our roads safer. 

It has been reported often that statis¬ 
tics prove serious and fatal collisions are 
most often the result of speeding, drink¬ 
ing and driving or a lethal combination 
of the two, and our police have made 
road safety in the region a priority by 
attempting to reduce incidents of both. 

Niagara drivers are more likely to 
speed and contribute to our high fatality 
rate relative to other communities—not 
because they are inherendy worse driv¬ 
ers, but because our large number of 
rural roads make it easy to exceed the 
speed limit and difficult for police to 
patrol. 

Anyone who has driven along our 
major highways will have observed this 
familiar scenario that has come about as 
a result of new legislation: police car on 
the shoulder, officer writing out a sum¬ 
mons that could result in a fine as high 
as $10,000, taxi cab waiting to transport 


driver who has had licence suspended, 
tow truck ready to take seized vehicle to 
impound lot 

Sometimes the driver is surrounded 
by family members - likely on route to a 
holiday destination, vacation plans 
foiled by legislation that comes down 
hard on speeding at 50 kilometres an 
hour above the limit Often it is a young 
driver, fighting back tears in the face of 
the enormous financial penalty and like¬ 
ly the wrath of parents. 

But it wasn't on a highway that the 
NRP charged a Niagara driver with 
speeding, allegedly for travelling more 
than 80 kilometres an hour over the 
posted limit It was on York Road 
through our village of St. Davids, where 
the speed limit is just 60 kilometres an 
hour, where there are family homes and 
a school yard where kids play, even in 
the summer. 

The message has been repeated many 
times, but obviously is not always heed¬ 
ed: Slow down. Save yourself a ton of 
money and inconvenience, and possibly 
save a life.

“Dear Mr. Reynolds: 
Thank you for your com¬ 
munication to the Ministry 
of Education dated April 
15,2010. In your letter, you 
express concerns about 
Eden High School. I am 
happy to respond to your 
inquiries. 

The duties and powers of 
school boards are set out in 
the Education Act and 
Regulations made under its 
authority. School boards 
are self-governing, statuto¬ 
ry corporations created 
under the Education Act. 

They are governed by 
locally elected trustees and 


the day-to-day functioning 
of the schools of the board 
is overseen by the senior 
administrative officer, the 
Director of Education for 
the board. 

It is up to individual 
boards to comply with the 
law and for this purpose, 
the boards, as necessary, 
consult their own legal 
counsel. 

Under the Education Act, 
and in accordance with 
policies set by the elected 
board of trustees, a school 
board, made up of the 
locally elected trustees, has 
the authority to make deci¬ 
sions related to such mat¬ 
ters as the number and 
kinds of schools, including 
alternative schools; the 
process for selecting stu¬ 
dents to attend alternative 
schools; and the placement 


and delivery of programs 
for students within and 
among its schools. Issues 
related to religion in public 
schools are addressed in 
the Education Act 
(http://www.e- 
laws.gov.on.ca) and pro¬ 
vide direction to the elect¬ 
ed board of trustees when¬ 
ever they make decisions 
regarding religion-related 
issues within their public 
schools. 

Based on the information 
provided above, I would 
encourage you to contact 
the District School Board of 
Niagara to seek further 
information regarding your 
Eden High School 
inquiries.”

ty. This worked extremely 
well, so what went wrong? 

We still don't know the full 
answer to that but councd is 
spending $50,000 (five times 
their prior annual contribu- 
don) to determine the need 
for a shutde. Meanwhde the 
Region is using NOTL- 
derived taxes, in part, to fund 
inter city transport elsewhere. 

Think fall elections.
